AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA NOT MAKING ANY 
PREPARATIONS FOR WAR. 


An English Correspondent’s Investigation in 
Galicia—Tne Situation Improved—En- 
ceuraging Reports Concerning the Ger- 
man Crown Prinee’s Cendition—Two 
Parisian Journalists Fight a Duel—Mar- 
riage of Sara Bernhardt’s Son—A Fatal 
Epidemic in Canada. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loxpox, December 29.—Much has been said 
by the papers here about the strained condi- 
tion of things between Austria and Russia and 
of the excitement in Galicia. War has been 
predicted to take place early in the spring by 
many conservative journals. But a special 
correspondent of the Chronicle, who has just 
returned from a thorough investigation of the 
condition of affairs in Galicia, has made a re- 
port which is anything but alarming. He 
says: I have just returned from a week's 
visit to Galicia, whither I went to assure my- 
self by personal observation of the truth of 
the reports concerning the Austrian and Rus- 
sian war preparations that have been causing 
so much alarm during the past few weeks. 
Speaking briefly, I am bound to say that I 
saw nothing from oneend of Galiciato the 
other—and I traversed the whole of the coun- 
try from west to east and back again-—to 
justify the smallest alarm. Moreover, the 
same was the case, as far as I was able to see, 
on the other side ofthe frontier, which I 
crossed and inspected for some distance. In 
the light of information thus acquired the 
reports published by the Polish and Vienna 
papers to the effect that the Russian positions 
on the frontier have been greatly strength- 
ened, both by men and material, can only be 
described as gross exaggeration. I was able 
to assure myself that there had, atall events, 
during the past two to three weeks, been no 
increase in the Russian frontier force. 
Although Iam naturally unable to say what 
is the state of things at any great distance 
from the frontier, yet there could be no ques- 
tion of the falsity of the statements that large 
bodies of Russian troops have been brought 
close up to 

THE AUSTRIAN FRONTIER. 

As for the much-talked of strengthening of 
the Austrian forces in Galicia, it is scarcely 
too much to say that nothing of the kind mas 
taken place, or if any addition has been made 
to the Galician army, it is ot the most insignif- 
leant character. In any case, I should say that 
there are not more men in Galicia now than 
there were in the spring of last year. There is, 
in short, absolutely nothing to justify the fear 
that war is imminent or is being actively pre- 
pared fur. The wooden huts and barracks 
scattered along the Austrian lines, about 
which so much has been written, have not 
apparently been increased since last year. As 
for the inhabitants of the frontier districts, 
they seem to be under no apprehensions that 
warlike operations are imminent, nor did 1 
heara word containing any menace of Rus- 
sian military movements. Altogether, Galicia 
looks snugly peaceful.’’ 


The Situation Impreved.

BERLIN, December 29.—I am informed.that 
Gen. Von Schweinitz, German Ambassador to 
Russia, has already transmitted to Emperor 
William from St. Petersburg a most satis- 
factory report concerning the result of his in- 
quiries into the existing state of relations be- 
tween Austria and Russia. He altogether dis- 
cards the idea of a rupture between the two 
countries. The rumors that have been cur- 
rent during the past day or two aboutan in- 
surrection heving broken out in Poland are 
now authoritatively declared to have been 
mere invention.

Forty Below at St. Vincent—A Minus Sign 
at St. Louis Again Last Night—To-Day’s 
Readings and To-Night’s Prospects. ‘ 


Hello! Is this Forest Park?’’ called 
Sergt. Chappel at the Signal Office telephone 
this morning. ‘‘Itis, en? Well, how much 
was your lowest last night?, No good, we beat 
you a degree, and he hung up the trumpet 
with great satisfaction.¢ 

For the first time this winter the city was 
colder than the country. The lowest re- 
corded at Forest Park last night was 
three-tenths below gero, while on the roof of 
the Custom-house the temperature was 1.3 
deg. below. Just how this came 
about is not easily explainable, as 
the thousand steam pipes warmed 
buildings, chimneys, and other radiators of 
heat are supposed to have quite an effect upon 
the mercury. The highest the ther- 
mometer marked yesterday was 7 
degs. above, some time between 5 and 6 


p. m. After that it steadily began to fall, até 
a. m. to-day having almost touched the tem- 
erature of yesterday morning. On the bul- 
the record is counted the same, 
2 degs. minus. Between their shivers 
the St. Louisans can play the Pharisee with 
great effect to-day, and thank their stars they 
are not like other people, especially those who 
were at the following places this morning:

The record at St. Vincent is the lowest 
touched anywhere this winter, and seems to 
indicate that the cold weather is setting in 
rather early, such temperature generally 
bei looked for in January.

THE WORTH OF WARNINGS. 

Sergt. V. P. Chappel, the efficient observer 
of the local signal office, had a conference 
yesterday with O. W. Hammond, Superin- 
tendent of Telegraph of the Missouri 
Pavific, regarding weather warnings, this be- 
ing the head weather station for that railroad 
system. Mr, Hammond said the cold wave 
warnings of the Signal Service were of in- 
calculable value to the road, as they 
prevented the freezing of the water-tanks. As 
soon as a warning comes the pumps at all the 
tanks are kept going and the water kept in 
motion so as to reduce the danger of freezing 
to the smallest possible figure. Every year, 
he said, he found more and more advantuges 
accruing from the system of warnings. 

To-day Sergt. Chappel received informa- 
tion from Washington that the Service intends 
Still further to extend its benefits, and will 
hereafter issue warnings of heavy snowfallis, 
thus giving the railroads and the traveling 
public ample time to prepare for blockades. 

The system of cold-wave warnings has be- 
come such an important thing that this winter 
Lieut. Woodruff, the best authority on cold 
waves in the Signal Service, is stationed at St. 
Paul, Minn., so that the earliest movements of 
a cold wave in the Northwest may be ac- 
curately prognosticated. 


No Coal Shipments. 


* Pa., December 29.— Navigation 
ha& been entirely suspended by the cold wave 
and no hopes are entertained of arisein the 
rivers sufficient to allow the shipment of 


coal to southernand western ports before 
the usual February freshets. Very little coal 
has been floated from here since last June, on 
account of the continued drouth, and there is 
now over twelve million bushels loaded for 
shipment.

THE SALOON-KEEPERS’ OPINION ABOUT, 
THE LOCAL OPTION ELECTION. 


They See No Reason Why There Should Be 
Any Delay—Jack Furber Thinks the Tem- 
perance Sentiment Would Be Stronger a 
Year Hence—John Parle Says the Coun- 
try People are Ignorant of the Advan- 
tages of a Well-Kept Saloon—No Hope of 
a Joint Debate To-Morrow Evening—The 
Poetic Justice Involved in a Meeting of 
Mrs. Cairns and Senator McGinnis. 


The latest aspect of the local option move- 
ment has developed in connection with the 
views of Charlie Schwgickhardt, the well- 
known saloon-keeper, who in a published 
card advocated atest at the polls of the tem 
perance sentiment in St. Louis. He expresses 
himself as opposed to quibbling over techni- 
calities with the object ot avoiding an elec- 
tion. He believes that the best way 
is to vote as the Wood law directs 
and have the matter over with once and for 
all. He is of the opinion that a denial of an 
election in St. Louis will incense the rural dis- 
tricts against St. Louis and cause them to 
adopt a prohibitory law for the State. Mr. 
Schweickhardt declares that ifthe olty goes dry 
he will be the first to close his business, feel- 
ing able to support bis family in some other 
business. 


Expressions from other saloon-keepers 


were secured to-day by 4 Post- 
DISPATCH reporter. John Parle said 
he agreed with Mr. Schweickhardt fully. 
He thought his view of the situation was emi- 
nently sensible. ‘‘I think it better, said Mr. 
Parle, to avoid quibbling and come to a vote 
and let the matter be settled at the polls. The 
wants of the country and the city people are 
entirely different. The country people are un- 
fortunate in having only low-grude saloons, 
which I myself, if living in the country, would 
not like to encourage. Country folk do not 
understand what a convenience a well-kept 
saloon is in cities.’’

DEATH OF GOV, MARMADUKE, 

Jon S. MARMADUKE, Governor of Mis- 
souri, died in the Executive Mansion yes- 
terday, just a few days before the begin- 
ning of the fourth year of histerm. Dur- 
ing the three years he served, he had 
shown that an honest, faithful and firm 
man, most of whose life had been passed 
in the army and away from civil pursuits, 
may yet makea safe and respectable Goy- 
ernor for a great State in time of peace. 

It was mainly the opposition of Missouri 
railroad politicians and St. Louis political 
rings that secured him his party nomina- 
tion. There was a strong disposition 
throughout the State to support some man 
who was not only not favored but was 
plainly antagonized by those interests. It 
is to be set down to his credit that all 
their subsequent attempts either to ca- 
jole or to bulldoze him as Governor, were 
conspicuous failures. To his firmness and 
fidelity is largely due the final concessions 
made to the popular demand for railroad 
legislation. A more brilliant and mag- 
netic Governor, or a more skillful political 
organizer, might have done more for the 
State, if so disposed, but Gov. MaRMa- 
DUKE was disposed to do all he could for 
the people and the public welfare. 

A tyro in public affairs, his mistakes 
were few and comparatively innocuous, 
andinthe matter of dealing with strikes 
he showed that he could recognize his 
own mistakes and dvoid them next time. 
His strong personal preferences and an- 
tagonisms were never consciously per- 
mitted to blur his sense of duty. On 
points ofhonor and public duty he was 
sensitive and tenacious. Jealously guard- 
ing his office against all suspicion of sor- 
did bias or political pulls, he sought to be 
the people’s Governor, had a horror of 
appearing to be the puppet of politicians, 
and would bave served his term out with- 
out permitting abreath of scandal to 
come near the executive office. 

A manly, brave old bachelor soldier, 
he died in the exeoutive mansion when its 
chambers and halls were decorated with 
evergreens and festooned with fresh flow- 
ers for a children's party. Honor to his 


memory and peace to his ashes.

THE LABOR COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 

The Government Printiug Office undoubtedly 
turns out a vast amount of rubbish in the way 
of printed documents ordered by Con- 
gress. A report is now in the hands 
ofthe Public Printer, however, which is well 
worth the labor and expense of its compliia- 
tion aud which will = decidedly int erest- 
ing to a large class of people. The document 
is the annual report of Labor Commissioner 
Wright, which in this instance relates entirely 
to strikes. ‘‘This monograph,’’ said Mr. 
Wright to the Pust-DIsPATOH correspondent 
to-duy, ls believed to cover in detail every 
strike or labor disturbance of any importance 
which has occurred within the six years. 
As may be imagined, its compilation bas been 
a great undertaking, but 1 think the value 
of the information will justify the 
outlay. Our plan in securing the 
details of strikes which occurred 
several years ago, has been to read old flies of 
the leading journals of New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Chicago, New Orleans 
and other large cities, and wherever a strike 
is referred to, we have gathered all the data to 
be obtained from any source bearing on it, in- 
cluding the trade journals, in which we have 
found very fair and imp alaccounts. In 
this way we have secured sufficient facts to 
enable us to prosecute the work on the ground 
where the strikes occurred, and thus com- 
plete an accurate synopsis of the entire con- 
troversy.’’ 

‘*‘What deduction have you been able to 
make from the matter you have gathered?’’ 

We have not gone very far in that line of 
conjecture, for at this time I beileve any at- 
tempt to deduce a rule or course of action 
from the past would be but wasted time and 
effort. We are now in the midst of what I may 
call a strike wave, which will pass over in a 
few years. Then haps we can, by study- 
ing the causes and resulte of these disturb- 
ances, come upon some underlying principle, 
by observing which we may avoid them in the 
future. During the period covered by my re- 
port the strike of greatest importance and 
widest r influence, was that on the 
Gould lines of the Southwest. The policy and 
expedients adopted by the labor organiza- 
tlons and by the management of the roads, 
form a very interesting study.’’

THE COAL FAMINE, 


A Sufferer From It Gives Some Vivid 
Pictures of Its Terrors. 


Thomas B. Coulson, 
Emporia, Kan., in reference to the statements 


that have appeared to the effect that the coal 


famine was broken in Colorado and Kansas, 
said to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter to-day:

It is true that in the

get it for love or 1 The dealers are 

getting enough to supply their town custom- 
ers, but when a 8 om a ranche comes 
in there is no coalforthem. Within four days 
Ihave seen from fifteen to twenty wagons 
drive into Emporia, and not one of them could 
obtain more than forty bushels of coal. On 
my own ranche, some fifteen miles south of 
‘Emporia, we have burnt up every bit of 
wood, and last week I had to pull 
down some twenty feet of my corral to heat 
the house. I have sent in a two-horse wagon 
every day, but onlyon two occasions have I 
been able to get any coal, although I offered 
almost any price. As fast as the coal trains 
come in the coal is sent to the houses of con- 
sumers, and those wholive at any distance 
from the town are left in the lurch. This is 
not only the case at Emporia, but 
at every point west of Topeka, and the suffer- 
ing has been most severe. something should 
be done at once to ameliorate it, as the cold on 
the Kansas plains is terribie. There is plenty 
of coal in Kansas City and Leavenworth, but 
the railroads cannot be induced to haul it, 
stating that they have no cars, although there 
is plenty of transportation available for other 
purposes. The people are convinced that the 
Tallroads are favoring their own mines, and 
this will pot be forgotten when anything is 
wanted from the Legisiature.’’

The Turmoil It Causes the Principal Reason 
for Prohibition’s Growth. 


Hon. John Baldwin, formerly Representative 
from Clay County, and who now takes an 
active part in local politics, said to a Post- 
DISPATOH reporter: Nothing bas been more 
marked than the growth of the sentiment in 
favor of prohibition that has taken place with- 
in the last four or five years in all the western 
counties of the State. Before the change 
of sentiment took place a Pro- 
hibitionist was look upon as a 


dangerous species of ! , and would have 
met with a very cold welcome had be endeav- 
ored to make converts. But lately the public 
sentiment has entirely changed, especially in 
districts remote from any pe or large town. 
I have talked with a number of local politicians 
sincelhave been in St. Louis, and discover 
that they have no conception of the reasons 
that make us Prohibitionists. In the cities 
there are hundreds of innocent vents for 
the exuberant spirits of the young 
men, but in the country, where life is simple 
and unexciting, the saloon is far more danger 
ous. Almost the only placewhere yonng men 
can meet in any numbers, is the country bar- 

room, and a terrible amount of intoxication 
results. The farmers throughout the state, 
recognizing the extent of the evil, have deter - 
mined to put it down, and are the implacable 
enemies of ali saloons, and so would the peo- 
ple of this city be if the evil were proportion- 
ately as great. The conditions are different 

and probably the representatives of the rural 
counties are not quick enough to see this, but 
the — men are really ahead of them in this 
respect, and are in the habit of judging of the 
needs of the entire State from the St. Louis 
and Kansas Oity standpoint. However this 
may be; the prohibition feeling in the State is 
growing with wonderful rap! iy and in my 
opinion Missouri will within a few years ar- 
ray herself alongside ef Kansas and Iowa.“

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HEAVY-WEIGHT STALLIONS, 


Arrival From England of Several Enormous 
Thoroughbreds Beund West. 


Seven enormous stallions that are exercised 
daily in East Boston have attracted more than 
passing notice during the last few days on ac- 
count of their mammoth proportions and sym- 
metrical ‘‘lines,’’ says a Boston paper. They 
are led about the streets by two men who 
came over with them from England, and 


men and horses had a pretty rough 
time of it on the passage out. 
Ihey are recuperating at jebster’s 
stables on Meridian street, where Mr. Watson, 
owner of the animals, is temporarily making 
his headquarters. The horses are bound West. 
They cume from Lincolnshire, Yorkshire, En- 
gland, and came via Liverpool, ppt that 
port December 9 on the steamer Lake Huron 
of a Canadian line, which uses Boston as its 
winter port. . This was the first trip of the 
steamer to Boston, and on account of ex- 
tremely rough weather it took thirteen days 
to makeit. Mr. Watson left Liverpool with 
eight horses in fine condition, but in the 
rough weather, during which the vessel's 
bulwarks and one boat were stove in, the 
animals. suffered terribly on account of their 

reat weight. When within one day’s sail of 
Boston one of the finest—there is littie differ- 
ence in them, however—succumbed to the 
ordeal and died. The others lost frum 100 to 
200 pounds in weight in about ten days. Their 
attenuated condition made a stop in East Bos- 
ton necessary before proceeding West. The 
horses average 1,800 pounds in weight, though 
there is a colt of seven months which tips the 
scale at 900 pounds, and another eighteen 
months old which weighs 1,200 pounds. The 
others are from 8 to5 years old. They will be 
shipped to Beatrice, Neb., where they will be 
used for breeding purposes. They are valued 


at $2,000 each.

SOME NEW BONANZAS. 


The Undiscovered Wealth Buried in the 
Wilds of Idaho and Montana. 


John H. Ellerby of Virginia City, Idaho, ar- 
rived in the city last night and is at Hurst’s. 
„1 have come to the city,’’ remarked Mr. 
Ellerby to a PosT- DISPATCH reporter, tor the 
purpose of endeavoring to interest St. Louis 
capitalists in a mining district that 
hitherto has been almost untouched. 
There is a great region, west, 


northwest, and southwest of the Yellowstone 
Park, which is as yet practically unexplored. 
About the wildest and most ed mountains 
inthe Unived States are the Wind River and 
Bitter Root Mountains. Forsome reason that 
1 do not understand this district has been 
passed over in the westward advance of civil- 
ization, and is. scarcely better known 
to-day than it was twenty years ago. 
During the last summérand fall, however, a 
number of prospecting 54 penetrated this 
region, and discovered most promising min- 
eral indications. Notonly were considerable 
sums made by placer mining, but several 
quartz ledges, assaying very high, were dis- 
covered and a large number of promising 
silverdeposits. There is every reason to sup- 
ose that the Wind River and Bitter Root 
ountains are as rich in minerals as any of 
those either north or sonth, and in 
my opinion Northern Idaho and Western Mon- 
tana will, in time rival even Colorado and 
Nevada lu their gold and silver output. The 
completion of the Northern Pacific has made 
transportation far easier and cheaper than it 
ever was before, and a considerable immigra- 
tion is already setting in. Two silver mines 
in Northern Idaho have been worked this fall 
by the rude Mexican process, and alth ugh 
the ore is by no means easily reduced, a 
necessity to the success of the arastra 
rocess, very good returns have resulted. 
ith a small amount of capital there are about 
a dozen ledges thatI know of which can be 
worked to excellent advantage, and may 
prove veritable bonanzas. I have no douot

MULES ALONE ESCAPE. 


A Treacherous Quicksand, Which Easily 
Swallowed a Big Frieght Engine. 


In the construction ofthe Kansas, Pacific 
& Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railroads,’’ 
said H. L. Carter, a railroad contractor of 8¢. 
Joseph to day, ‘‘one difficulty of frequent oc- 
currence was met with, which as far as 
my experience goes, is unique in railroad his- 
tory. I refer to the trouble arising from 
quicksands. From Western Kansas to the 
mountains quicksands are to be found in 
nearly every stream, no matter how small, 
and to successfully bridge them required an 
expenditure out of all proportion to the size 
of the stream to becrossed. We tried pile- 
driving, piles disap- 
touching bottom. Then 
hiling with h and stone was at- 
tempted, and met with equally poor suc- 
cess, as the quicksand was apparently capa- 
ble of swallowing the entire 
mountains. The only means of crossing a 
quicksand was found to be to build short truss 
bridges across them. This was very expen- 
sive, but was the only thing to be done. As an 
instance of the oe ere bottomless nature 
ot the quicksands I may cite the case of an 
ine that ran off the track at River Bend, 
about ninety miles east of Denver, on 
the Pacific.
